It works up at 4-5 stitches per inch on Size 4 US 
(3.5mm) needles. The tope yorn has to be 
pierced and. for that technique, the knitter 
cannot use a lorger needle as it will domoge the 
yarn. Because ol the woy the colors ore 
positioned (4 stripes running lengthwise), eoch 
boll has chameleon like trolls. Change the lead- 
ing edge of the ruffle by casting on a'lher toil of 
ihe ball— results ore surprisingly difterenti Check 
out the website for photos, free lips, techniques 
and patterns using Tongo.

Vintage-inspired but au couranl. these 35 patterns 
are based on fashion's archives but use todoy's yams 
ond are very much in tune with clothing trends.

For example, 
she has "token historic sporting wear designs into the 
21st century by casting them in modern colorwoys 
and silhouettes.. .a 19th-century Norwegian sweoter 
becomes a hoodie, o 1970s skateboarding ensemble 
is softened into o feminine, layered look, a fisher- 
mon's gansey becomes a zippered sport vest, and 
an early 20th<entury bothing costume evolves into a 
halter top." The Latvian Fingerless Milts ond Woolen 
Gloves projects ore especially appealing, as is the 
Mohair Prytrait Scort. Photos are large and oppeol-

Stephanie Pearl-McPhee

tephanie Pearl-McPhee, otherwise 
known os The Yam Harlot, can spin 
funny stories faster then knitters go 
through yam. Whether ifs with o simple 
turn ol phrose or on elaborate setup, she 
entertains fons in o smort. sassy way that 
keeps them in sHtches. 

Peorl-McPhee is passionote about knitting 
and a keen observer of whot mokes 
knitters knit. As o best-selling author and 
popular speoker. she exploins with perfect 
pitch the reasons growing numbers 
succumb to the charms of knitting. By 
telephone from her home in Toronto, 
Conado. she spoke in o self-deprecating 
woy about her growing occlaim, “I’m o 
pretty ordinary knitter who listens to 
knitters and writes obout their knitting 
experiences." 

Stephanie's grandmother. Nona, was a 
professional knitter who taught her to knit 
when she was four yeors old. Since then. 
Stephanie has knit nonstop tor thirty-some 
years. At the time of the SARS epidemic, 
she was mostly at home with daughters 
Amonda. Meg, ond Som. She Ireelanced 
os o writer and os an orvcol doula to sup- 
port women in lobor. awaiting the birth of 
Ihe'tr children. She would knit a pair of 
newborn socks, perhaps a cap. while the 
mother was having the baby. When SARS 
eliminated her hospital consulting, she 



decided to write about knilling full-time, 
to surprising success. With four books to 
her credit since 2005. she stays busy with 
publication deadlines ond book tour 
appearances, 

A name like The Yorn Harlot conjures 
irTKiges of splattered makeup and stroppy 
heels. But thofs not Stephanie's image 
and not the basis of her moniker. She 
arrives for public appearances clean- 
scrubbed ond rwtural, wearing jeons ond 
exquisite hand-knit sweoters. The Yarn 
Harlot came info being in a moment of 
self-realization. A voracious knitter. 
Stephanie decided one day to tolly her 
enormous pile of unfinished knitting pro- 
jects arta in Ihetfi^ess^^nowledged 
her inobily to rernoltl ^talffror to ony one 
project. She wos a ^^artless, sponta- 
neous. wanton knitter Who didn't mind 
trashing o project on o whim.’’ For this she 
dubbed herself The Yarn Harlot. 

Her tack of apology is one ot many rea- 
sons knitters cheer her. Stephanie admits 
to knitting behavior that others tear to 
consider. As o prodigious knitter. The Yarn 
Hartot rTKJkes it seem perfeetty normal to 
have numerous unfinished projects tucked 
owoy. By sharing her perspective on whot 
corutitutes the knitter's norm, she helps 
readers relax and, most importontty, keep 
knitting. 



Even more impressive. Stephanie keeps 
knitters stitching when it's no laughing 
matter. When knitting goes wrong, os it 
will, she offen this ''putT of wisdom; “We 
ol knit crop, even experienced knitters." 
Examples ot her knitting blunders reassure 
readers lhal it’s normal to tear back mis- 
takes and reknIt colors. In her most recent 
book, Stephanie Peart-McPhee Casts Off: 
The Yorn Harlot's Guide to the Land of 
Knilling (Storey Publishing). Stephanie 
shares o moment of sick reofization when. 
"Her beautiful pullover would not fit over 
her head." She refers to these occur- 
rences os natural disasters and suggests 
“. . . that sometimes it's nobody's fault 
when bod knits happen to good people 
or. more infuriatingly, when good knits 
hoppen to bad ones." Stephanie gives 
knitters permission to laugh at mistokes 
and. even better, the resolve to correct 
such mishaps without falling on the'r nee- 
dles. 

Stephanie's frtendly. sell-deprecoting style 
isn't limited to her books and public 
appearonces. She invites fans into her 
world with an upraariously funny blag, 
www.vornhorlot.co . which describes not 
only her knitting debacles but pressing 
matters that keep her from knitting. A few 
months ago she hod to replace her 
kitchen ronge. She hooked reoders into 
staying tuned with insider Informotion that 




the new range was larger than the entrance to her kitchen. A 
few doys later, she uploaded photos of delivery men as they 
struggled to force something too lorge past something too nar- 
row. Since she writes for knitters, she sketched a diagrom of 
shopes ond measurements, similar to using a swatch to predict 
outcome. Of course the guys, like so many knitters, ignored the 
principles of size until their attempts to muscle through the situa- 
tion failed. Finally, when they were tired enough to listen, she 
showed them how to remedy the situation, which seemed 
vaguely like blocking a sweater to Fit. The final photo showed her 
shiny new range in a colorful, sparkling kitchen. 

And so it goes with her blog. Sharing bold opinions and some- 
times questlonoble logic, she sweeps visitors along on her 
escopades os o Knitter (capital K). spouse, and mother. She 
veers toward the rosh by accepting knitting dares; then adds a 
running commentary on oil unexpected twists ond deloys. A 
reoccum'ng topic is finding new justiticatfon lor buying more yam 
for her considerable slosh. Stephanie's blog offers an ever- 
chonging mix of knitting thrills and travails that ore more uplifting 
Ihon dolly news. 

On the phone, she is most agreeoble ond responded with o 
throaty lough to the question from her book, "t5oes the knitting 
thing make me a dork?" She began listing some common labels 
that perpetuate tolse assumptions about knitters: "Only grond- 
molhers knit. Knitters ore ladies who moke baby clothes. Only 
lonely females with cats knit. Knitters are socialty inept and don’t 
dote. Men who knit ore feminine." She considers these stereo- 
types bunk. Stephanie often meets confident, successful women 
vrho knit while on business trips. She noted that all men in her 
lomily— fishermen and soldiers living in small towns— knew how to 
knit. She said that in the early twentieth century, knitting was con- 
sidered importont, enough so to warrant the patriotic s^on. 
"The wor will by won by wool." Nevertheless, she ob^ilpd. 
"Knitters today are not respected for our economic force." 

Such inequity prompts Stephonie to action. As a roving ombas- 
sodor, she knits in public and oddresses stereotypes os they arise. 
"In Canada, whenever somebody asks me why I knit, I ask them: 
'Why do you ploy hockey?'" She observes that “No one objects 
when men go fishing. The cost of rods, permits, food, transptxto- 
tlon, and lodging— there's no question. But let women plon o 
knitting weekend, the giggling won't slop. Knitters are seen as 
frivolous and of no weight." 

Stephanie has mode a difference in the world by knitting. In 
2004, she fouixied Tricoteuses sons Frontieres (Knitters without 
Borders), a group dedicated to raising money for the nonprofit 
Medecins Sans Frontieres (Doctors without Borders). As of th's writ- 
ing, knitters hove raised over $340,000. In 2006 she started the 
2006 Knitting Olympics, o competition for knitters to start and fin- 
ish one project during the time frame of the 2006 Winter 
Olympics. Over 4,000 knitters worldwide participated. 

In her first book, Stephanie refers to herself as "A woman who 
cored nothing for sloying power, getting things done, or folowing 
through.” However, since 2005 with four books published, she 
speaks regularly to standing-room-only crowds and writes a 
knitting blog nominated for Blower Choice Awards. She 
reconciles her undisciplined tendencies with such undeniable 
evidence of productivity, by saying. "The key for me is to accept 
only the projects you love."

Ing: something Site two stronds of Plymoulh 
Encore (o nice basic yom), something with 
texture (o boucle or toooy type), something 
shiny (o voriety of ribbons), something fuziy 
(mohor), a twinkle of a novelty yarn, thin 
strands of lengths of printed fabric, a few 
strands of sonrething variegated (like Noro 
Kureyon or Plymouth 8oku). throw in other 
varieties of textured yarn, ond begin to 
experiment. Don't hove enough of some- 
thing that you thought you might possibly 
use lor a hot. vest, scorl. or sweater, but you 
just couldn’t throw it ovroy? Gel rid of it in 
this throw |hey— moybe Ihol's where the 
nome “throw" comes from). When you run 
out of one. reploce it with something similar. 
Just stoy within your color porometeis. it possUe. 

When I first worked with these needles. I 
decided to team more obout what It would 
take to make something gorgeous. So I put 
on my oxygen lonk. wrapped o lileline 
around my woist. and told my family I would 
be right bock. Guilt-ridden with o lorge col- 
leclion. I bravely went into my mountoin of 
yorns and slotted picking o certoin group of 
colors. I chose reds, purplish teds, maroons, 
pinks, and oranges. I figured thol if I got a 
stitch per inch. I would cost on ten stitches. 
Sure enough. I sow thol with this seed stitch 
pattern, my scorl was just about 10“ wide. 
As I linished my first SS-yord boll of yorn. 
along with oil of the other ones being knit. I 
wos about halfway to o full 60"-long scarf. 
Therefore. I could now figure out what it 
would take to moke o scarf and. ultimately, 
a nice-size throw. 



My experimeniQlion proved that you need 
approximately 500 to 600 yards ol each yam 
(plus fringe). If you wranl lo make the fabric 
lighter or less dense, use less strands. The 
needle seemed lo dictate whot mode the 
gouge, olmost tegordless ol the selection of 
yom. With less yam. you'l get o more open 
and lighter fabric, The opposite is true for 
more stronds. 

Considerations for Color 
Photos 6-9 will inspire you lor combining col- 
ors ond textures. You like red? Pick the red 
and olso some oranges, some burgundies, 
ond hot pinks with the some Intensity. With 
that reddish mix. throw in some color-wheel 
opposites, but in small quantities. Perhaps 
you’ll find some voriegaled yorns thol have 
just the right, albeit small, quonlilies of those 
other colors that vrill Inject some important 



into somethingjjeoutiful. interesting, and 
extremely fundBpI Tjfl^ould be another 
way lo use up yori^ouwere slorirsg (with 
diminished intentio^ too long ond really 
hod no ImminenI irtWhfion of using up. This Is 
o grjod thing here, right?

Ihrow. But. who! yarn can you possibly knit 
with these or any lorge needle? You moke 
your own "yom.'’ 

Check out this greol mix ol yams in our 
seed stitch, nine-strand creollon (photos 3 
& 4). Holding mony strands together, enough 
to gel the fabric to my liking. I can combine

Skocel. ond BagSmith. Among the short 
white plastics ore these beautiful wooden 
and sparkty plastic ckculor needles for nxjk- 
ing wider items. Check out the olmost indus- 
Iriol ond obviously irxJesIruclible coble of the 
wooden rjnes. The wonderlul thing about 
both ol these longer wooden Size 50 needtes 
is that they give us an option over the very 
shrxt plostic needles. Shrxt needles ore great 
lor scarves but don't olow mony stitches to

Knitting Beyond 
Comparison 

by Jack Lewis 




A s the only man registered for a 
beginning knitting class. I felt 
uneosy about knitting with 
women. The local yarn shop was a female 
enclave, colorful and Inviting, yet mysteri- 
ous. Books titled Stitch ‘n Bitch and Chicks 
with Sticks sounded vaguely ominous to 
me. Would the knitting foshlonistas belittle 
me for my ignorance and beginner's 
blunders? 

Not to worry. My knitting cohorts were fun 
and friendly; quick to share their lime and 
knowledge. However. I did encounter crit- 
icism during my first two years of knitting. 
The surprise source of my biggest critic? 
Me. 

The choPenge vrasn't fending off negativi- 
ty from others, but filtering my inner critic's 
multerings. His critical comments, first 
directed toward unsuspecting clossrrKites 
and then oimed at me, spoiled the calm 
of knitting ond left me disappointed with 
finished projects. 

As a beginner without prior needlework 
experience, everything was new. For me. 
knitting was owkward: the construction 
and finishing, hard to grosp. With much to 
learn and so mony alternative tech- 
niques. I wanted black-and-white choic- 
es: This Is right; thot's wrong. I seized on 
whichever method was easiest, just to 
keep up. Since I firsi learned a cable cast- 
on. I deemed it the superior choice and 
resisted any others. My purpose in con- 
centrating on fewer skPIs was to stobillze 
the learning curve or, in my case, a learn- 
ing wobble. 

My inner critic, dubbed "1C." concluded 
differently. He began to formulate opin- 
ions about which methods were correct 
ond incorrect, and voiced them as judg- 
mentol mind chatter. He missed the bene- 
fit of knitting to relax and focused on the 
end result. His motto was this: "If you can't 
knit, criticize." 



knowledge, he'd comment smugly. "Oh. 
oh. . .Lindsay's tension is loose: good-bye 
gauge." "Qixck. someone show Sue how 
to bind off," he smirked. "Oh, shut up!" I'd 
snarl sHenlly, while dropping stitches. 

1C urged me to odopt "the best tech- 
niques" immediately to ovoid knitting like 

0 beginner. He observed how others knit 
lor clues about which method was "bet- 
ter": Natural or synthetic fibers? Stroight or 
circulor needles? Bomboo. plastic, or olu- 
minum needles? Knitting flat or in the 
round? Large or small needle sizes? Loose 
or tight gouge? Fosl-ond-fun over techni- 
cal projects? Color rather thon textured 
potterns? He whispered judgments like 
acid rain, which polluted my mind. 

His carping ofapu l best methods ended 
when I visiled^^ son /(Washington. DC. I 
wonted to knit Ma*o scorf for Christmas. 
The holiday rushj^d me running late. I 
cast on the scarf after boarding the prlone 
in Seattle, and knit Pke mod on the cross- 
country flight. To surprise him. I only knit 
white he worked. The morning of Christmas 
Eve. Mork had me tour his office ond then 
wolked me to the Metro, ossuming I'd visit 
the National Gallery. But IC had other 
plans and guilt-tripped me obout sightsee- 
ing. Dutifully. I entered the mall nearby 
and took a seat in the food court. If I knit 
for six hours, hopefully I could cast off fhe 
scarf before Mark finished work. 

1 knit uninterrupted for several hours until 
someone said. "You're not from here, ore 
you?" I looked up. An elderly woman sit- 
ting alone at the next table repeated her- 
self. “You're not from here, are you?" 

"It's true. I'm not from here." I said. "I'm 
visiting my son for the holidays. How did 
you know?" 

"By the way you knit," she said. "You're 
holding the yarn in your left hand. That's 
the right way to knit. Thot's how they knit 
where I come from. But that's not how 
people knit around here. In this country. 



1C awoke from h'is standby state. Assessing 
right and wrong was like playing Mozort 

She continued, “You're Irish, aren't you? 
That's how people knit in Ireland." 

Confused ot her non sequitur, I mumbled. 
“Well, perhops my father wos part Irish, 
way back." 

"See, I knew it!" 

1 didn't follow her logic. Holding the yorn 
left-handed had nothing to do with my 
cultural heritage. I'd recently switched 
hands to stabilize an erratic gouge. The 
change in hand position, to knitting conti- 
nental. hod solved the problem; os simple 
os that. 

Clearly she wanted to talk, and since 
she'd just given me on unexpected holi- 
day gilt— proof of how easy it is to form a 
false impression about why people knit as 
they do— I set aside my knitting ond we 
chatted about famity and holiday plans. 

She got me tWnking. Do knitters decide on 
methods to use based on results alone? If 
true, then IC's search for "the best tech- 
niques" was groundless. It probably didn't 
matter wh'ch yoms. tods, or methods the 
knitters fovored so long as they liked the 
outcome or just had fun. 

With new insight, I pledged to ignore IC's 
Judgments of others ond "to slick to my 
own knitting." I hoped my resolve would 
silence IC, If not pul him to sleep perma- 
nently. No such luck. He switched venue. 
Rather than waste time on others, IC 
began to focus on my knitting exclusively. 

At that time. I could read a pattern, knit o 
sweater, and finish it okay — nothing to 
enter at the state fair exoctly. but not a 
loss-awoy. With an eagle eye. IC began 
to offer row-by-row commentary. 

"How's your gauge coming?" he asked. 

"Oh, wait, are you supposed to bind oft at 
thirteen or fourteen inches?" 



Feefing insecure, I would glonce at other 

kr^ters' work to check my.pr9gress. Thi^ they hold yotn irr fh« jjeht hot 
■jhdbil poyte ipWrniss'ioti .^'l^fese^e arVCJ thal'wwptig:'' I .■ ' ■ . ' 
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He would audit my finished projects for quaBty control. "Does 
the left inset sleeve look troubled?" he'd insinuate. “You know, 
it's too bod about the neckline, especiolly otter oil your effort, 

1C maintained I would always hove something to learn, and 
cloimed he was “just trying to be honest" with Ns feedback. 
That added stress ond I was embarrossed with my finished pro- 
jects. Whenever I showed my work. I quickly pointed out errors 
and mishaps, and would dismiss all praise. 

I once designed and knitted an asymmetrical sweofer with a 
basket weove in black and a wove pattern in oTive; the edges 
and sections were defined by a red-chorded trim. The sweater 
took me two hundred ond sixty hours to complete, and a expe- 
rienced kNtter described it as on heirloom, sometNng to wear 
for generations. It was my biggest kNtting accomplishment, but 
Bowed in two woys: The color dye lots didn't match exactly at 
one sleeve, and the two patterns made the trim loy Ike a ruffle, 
virhich certainly wosn't my intention. Who! begon as o guy 
sweater looked better on a woman, except for its Desert Storm 
colors. My friend Barbara offered to take if. rather than hove me 
donate it to charity. 

1C floated the idea that we provide her with wearing mstruc- 
fions. rather than care instructions. To remedy the oversize, he 
suggested that Borbara always hold the excess material in the 
bock with her right hand. To hide the mismatched sleeve, she 
could angle her left shoulder toward the wall and away from 
others. Further, he suggested that she never turn her back upon 
leaving a room— similar to how commoners back away from an 
audience with the Queerr — or, even better, that she stand with 
her back to the wall, and waif patiently until on event was over 
and everyone departed before leoving the room. I growled 
and reminded 1C that Barbara was a frieixi doing me a favor by 
taking the sweater. "Stop coniroling everytNngl" I rebuked him. 

Eventually, I hod enough of IC's criticism. His nitpicking my^^ 
stitch was spoiling my knitting. I wanted less of Ns kH^oy comj 
mentary. I wondered about taking an obedience school fdP^ 
leashing one's inner critic. Could I become the alpho knitter 
who mode him be still? 

I begon to take note of his input without engaging Nm in dia- 
logue. Hb negotives were folowed by my silence. I trained him 
to make three positive comments tor every negative observa- 
tion. In return. I hod to substitute my desire tor perfection with 
"striving for excellence.'' To do this, I would define specific goals 
ot the start of a project, such as knitting sleeves from top down 
and adding o diagonal stripe. When I occomplished stated 
goals. I declared the project a success, regardless ol what else 
happened. This prevented me tram moving the target, mid-pro- 
ject, beyond my reoch. 

With more experience, I began to better appreciate how others 
kNt, I could make three positive comments and be more appre- 
ciative of their technical challenges. I feel less defensive, and 
have accepted that many can kNI faster and more skillfully 
than I do. With more confidence. I hove less need to keep 
score. It's such a relef to stop judging what's right or wrong. For 
me, making peace with knitting was learNng to kNt beyond 
comparison. 

I recognize that 1C lakes his cues from me. The more relaxed I 
am about knitting, so is he. These days he doesn't say much 
about knitting. He's too busy evolualing my writing.

i n (he last issue of Knit -N Style 
(December 2007, #152) I discussed 
how to get started knitting your mit- 




tens. including choosing the yorn and 
needle size, storting at the fingertip, 
increasing until it's big enough for the 
hand, and then working until it's long 
errough. It shoutd fit comfortabty over the 
bond and extend to the crease where the 
thumb meets the hand (see photo 1). 
Now we're at the point whwe we need to 
allow tor the thumb opening, finish the 
hand, and make a cuff. If you're making 
o mitten lor on infant, then just skip the 
thumb details. 




Photo I 



The Thumb Opening 

First gel to the correct position in the 
round. It you've added embellishments to 
the back of the hand, you'll need to work 
until you're at the beginning of the palm. 
The safety pins ploced at the beginning/ 
end of the round ond the halfway point 
mark the dividing lines between the bock 
o( the hand and the palm. 

Cut the working yarn, leaving o tail of 
about 6" (15 cm). Using o piece of con- 
trasting waste yarn (which will be 
removed loter), knit across about 1 " (2.5 
cm) of stitches for an adult, about X“ (1.9 
cm) for a child, or obout X" (1 .3 cm) for a 
toddler, then cut the woste yam. Leave 4" 
-6" (10-15 cm) of waste yarn hanging 
down ol both ends ot these stitches (see 
prhoto 2). Begin knitting agoin with your 
working yarn, leoving o 6" (15 cm) toil 
dangling. Tuck the toils inside the mitten 
to keep them out ot your way. If you're 
worried about the waste yorn pulling out. 
knot the two ends ot if loosely Ic^ether. 
you come, to the conlrasring stDch- 
^.jusi kniT-'iaeros^thom/ 
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The instructions ^Ihve )^m oke o left- 
handed mitten. To m^e the secortd mit- 
ten right-handed, kji^the stitches onto 
waste yorn at the END ot the palm stitches 
rather than ol the beginning ot the palm 
stitches. It you are making Pointy-Tipped 
mittens and you haven't done anything 
special with the back ot the bond, they 
will lit either hand and both thumbs can 
be worked kJenlicaly. 

Continue knitting, working ony decorotive 
stitches that strike your fancy, unti the mit- 
ten is as long as you like to the cuff. 

The Cuff 

You con finish the mitten off with a deco- 




rative cult, o ribbed cuff, or even increase 
to make a wide gauntlet. Purled ridges, in 
a contrasting colof if desied, wi nicely set off 
this section ot the mitten from the hand. 
Depending on what you decide to do. o 
little planning may be necessary at this 
point. If you ore going to work ribbing or o 
stronded [xjttern. moke sure you hove an 
even multiple of the pattern repeat. For 
K2P2 ribbing, tor exomple. you'll need o 
multiple of 4 stitches. It you need to adjust 
the number ot stitches. H's best to decreose 
on the lost row before the cuff, spacing 
the stitches out around the mitten. Avoid 
decreasing too much, however, or the 
cuff will be too tight. A decrease ot obout 
10 or 15% ot the stitches should be fine. 

• Plain stockinelle will curt up at the edge, 
but o bit of ribbing, seed slitch, or gorier 
stitch will prevent this. 

• Foir Isle or stronded pottems will make o 
thicker, warmer cuff that pulls in a bit. 

• Gauntlets will fit belter if the mitten is 
smaller at the wrist, so first decreose about 
15 to 20% ot the stitches, work even In 
stockirrette or in ribbing for on inch or two, 
then increase about 4 stitches evenly 
spaced, every other round until the 
gauntlet is os big as you like. Working it in 
stockinette will result in a curled edge. 
(Working a non-curing stitch such as garter 

I - Jbr see stitch, ot leosi at the edge, wrill help 
.prevent curing. 






• Ruffles ore mode by doubling fhe num- 
ber of stifches and then working until the 
(Uffle is os deep os you iike. To double the 
number, increose in every slitch. or 
between every slifch. A lacy ruffle con be 
created by making a yom over between 
every stitch. You can work even on the 
ruffle at this point or increose again to 
moke it even toiler. Working in stockinette 
wiii make o curly, lettuce ruffle edge. 
Garter or seed stitch won't curl. Insteod 
you'll get a ripple effect. 



Binding off loosely is particularly rmporlant 
when working a ruffle, because a light 
bind off will inhibit the ruffling. For Ihe most 
effective bind off on your rutile, work a 
yarn over between each slitch while 
binding off os follows: knil Ihe first stitch, 
yorn over, poss the first slitch over, knil the 
next slitch. pass the yarn over, over Ihe 
knil stitch. You can achieve the some 
ellect by using a crochet hook and work- 
ing single crochet along the edge. 



If you plan to moke a braid ol the cuff, 
leave a lail about 10" (25 cm) long when 
you cul Ihe yarn. 



3. Using on empty needle and your work- 
ing yarn, knil ocross the bottom needle, 
then pick up and knit 3 stitches across Ihe 
gap before Ihe lop needle (see photo 4). 



5. Using an empty needle, pick up and 
knil 3 stitches across the gap before the 
bottom needle. Place o split marker or 
safety pin in the center slitch of each 
group of picked-up stitches (see photo 6). 

6. On the next round, knil until 2 stitches 
remain before each marker, then K2log 
twice. These decreases will prevent Ihe 
thumb from being too big. If it seems loo 
small to you. which is most 
problem if you're working 

. rtlmfnole one or two of 
Remove the ftidrkefs 



stitches on your needles so that about an 
equal number ore on each needle. 

7. Work even until the thumb is as long as 
desired. On Ihe next round. K2tog ol Ihe 
way around. If there's an extra stitch at 
the end, just knit it. You should have about 
half Ihe number of stifches. Cut the yam 
leoving a 6" (IS cm) toil, and use a yam 
needle to pull the yarn through all the 
remaining stitches arid draw them togeth- 
er snugly. For a neat finish, pull Ihe yarn 
through all the stitches a second lime, 
then through to the Inside of the thumb. 

Finishing 

If you begon with the Pointy Tip option, 
there will be a small hole at Ihe tip. Using 
o yam neecle. run the cost on loi around 
Ihe hole, once through each slitch. to 
close it up. LBce the thumb, you moy wont 
to run il through each stitch a second 
time for a neater finish. Pull it through the 
center to the inside. 

You con moke o broid ol Ihe cuff, which is 
both decorolive and handy for tying mit- 
tens together before hongit^ them up to 
dry. Cut a piece of yarn twice os long as 
the tail from the bind off and pull It 
through the cuff where the toll emerges. 
You con use this piece of yom fo close up 
the gap at the beginning and end of 
round. Broid the stronds together ond 
secure by tying one of them around Ihe 
other. Trim neatly. 

On the inside, weave in the three toils ol 
the base ol the thumb, cleverly using 
them to close up the holes that always 
appear there. 

Weove In ol Ihe other ends on the Inside. 
Enjoy your custom-mode mittens!
